value. Yet, periodically, there are ever found Irish- 
men, children of our Irish University, worthy of 
her praise. “A prophet has no honour if his own 
“eountry,” and we, as a people, have ever been too 
unmindful of the worthies who have left us. It is 
well that there exists one tribunal which records and 
remembers merit, irrespective of party, and which 
unites, after the lapse of years, those ties which 
an active career in the outer world has widely 
stretched indeed, but has not broken. : 

The “commencements” of were in 
many respects remarkable. The fact is worthy of 
remembrance, that at this moment the English Bench 
is adorned by three graduates of the University of 
Dublin, Judge Willes, Baron Martin, and Judge 
Keatinge are no bad illustrations of the race which 
Trinity College receives within herself, nourishes 
and sends forth to triamph in peaceful contests. 
All three were to have been present, but the amount 
of judicial business which presses upon the courts of 
London could not permit their ahsence even for a 
day. One of their ntimber came as the represen- 
tative of the rest, and in person received those 
honours which the University decreed to all. We 
| do not fear that this liberality will leave us none te 
hbmour hereafter. Others there are—[rishmen— 
cutting their way up the ardaous steep of fume. [It 
is sufficient to mention Sir Hugh Cairns, as the first 
of a class ever increasing. 

It was a strange thing to see a son in possession 
of a higher degree than his father, and before him 
in the lists of the University, although that father 
won the highest honours the college has to give. 
Chief Justice Monahan appeared as a suppliant for 
his degree of Bachelor of Arts! He had obtained 
a gold medal in science many years ago. but had 
never claimed his degree. When the University,

the Bench in England, determined to honour 
some of those who grace the Irish Bench, it was 
found that the degree of Doctor of Laws could not
